Melbourne, Aug, 11 

Blown adrift In Bass Strait, in 
a pilot cutter. during a ‘north-west- 
erly gale last night, two :membera 
of tha crew of the pilot boat Vic- 
torla had ‘a terrifying experience. 
One. of ‘the, members; John 
Johannsen, (was 
about eight ‘miles from Cape. 
Schanck this afternoon, after being 
afloat in the ‘open boat for thirteen 
hours. But {it is feared that -his 
companion, Rober Williams, . who 
was an ‘elderly man, hag been 
drowned, ; 

Johannsen, ‘in recounting his ‘un: 
enviable. experience, said. that 
apart from privation, due.to expo- 
sure and want of food and water, he 
was ‘attacked by a large molly 
hawk, a large species of sea bird, 
but eventually warded: the bird off. 
The two men put off from the pilot 
steamer Victoria about 8. o'clock. 
last night, when the vessel was an- 
chored at the inner pilot station, 
ibout a quarter of a mile. from 
Queenscliff jetty. to pick up a pilot 
who was coming on duty.’ A atrong 


north-ensterly wind whos blowing, ! me. - 


and the sea was too rough to make 
the jetty, so they ecided to return 
to the ship, The' ebb tide proved 
so strong that as they came along- 
aide the pilot steamer, they were 
unable to grasp the rope which had 
been.let down for them.

on August 165 1827, the founda- 

. tion stone of George IV. -Bridge 
* was laid, 

The eventful morning dawned 
wet and misty, but the persistent 
drizzling rain and cold east wind 
did not daunt the huge crowds 
of Edinburgh folk who assembl- 
ed-to witness the inauguration of 
the wonderful bridge which was 
‘to provide Ayld Reekie with 
another ‘ thoroughfare, bringing 
aver the Cowgate and Merchant 
Street between the Lawnmarket 
and Bristo Street. *, ' 

| A great procession of important 
citizens, including the Lord 

rovost, Magistrates, Town Coun- 
cillors, and the Grand Lodge of |‘ 
Scotland, headed by the band of 
the King’s Dragoon Guards, 
set out at midday from 
the Register House, and marched 
slowly along Princes . Street, 
round the back of the Castle to 
the Grassmaerket, and up Candl- 
lemaker Row to Merchant Street, 
where platforms had been erected. 

' The proceedings were opened 
. with prayer, and then came the 

. Bolemn masonic rite of laying the 
foundation’ stone. 

' “Phe Grand Treasurer and 
Grand Secretary then descended 
from the platform, and placed in 
cavities of the stoné two crystal 
bottles, containing the various 
coins of the realm (obligingly 
transmitted by: the Master of 
His Majesty’s Mint for that pur- 

. pose), along with copies of each 
- of the Edinburgh © newspapers, 
and the Edinburgh Almanack.” 

In another cavity were placed 
two silver plates bearing a long 
.descriptive inscription. Then 
the stone was carefully lowered 
and securely fastened by means 
of strong bolta and screws, 

Salute from the Castle. 

In the unavoidable : absence: of 
the Earl of Kinnoull, William 
Inglis, Esq., of Middleton, acting 

3 Grand Master Mason of ‘Scot- 
Tand, then descended from the 
platform, and: applied the square, 
the plumb line, and ‘the level, 
according to Masonic form, finally 
giving the foundation stone three 
knocks with the mallet, while he 
said in clear ringing tones:— 
“May the Almighty Architect of 
the Universe prosper this under- 
taking.” 

' The foundation stone of the 
new bridge having been well and 
truly laid, a salute waa then fired 
from the guns at the .Castle. 
‘Scenes of wild enthusiasm follow- 
ed, and amidst loud cheering from 
the assembled multitude, the 
‘Procession, which was “nearly a 
mile in length, wended its way 
up Candlemaker Row, along 
Bristo Street, Lothian Street, and 
South Bridge to the front of the 
Royal Exchange in the High 
Street, where the processionists 
gradually dispersed. .

At one time he posed as a 
delegate of the American Red Cross 
Relief Society in Roumania, and 
actually stole a: number of trains 
londed with. foodstuffs, clothing, 
His chief ex- 
ploits since the war’ have been 
thefts of State documents from the 
Moabit' Prison, Berlin, and from 
other Government officers. In 1925 
he was. arrested, and tried.to com- 
mit suicide in court by taking pol- 
son.” ‘He ‘was. convicted and’ re- 
moved to the’ prison. infirmary, 
whence he made his. escape; and 
had succeeded in keeping at liberty 
till now. Many other big crimes 
are debited to his account. ©
